DEATH OF A WOMAN sev.

New. York, Reece 13—Ta the 
death of Mme. Marie Kretschmann 
de Vistorica, which occurred at the 


»}local sanatorium last evening, there 


‘Passes dre of the most interesting 
figures thatcengaged the attention 
of the authorities during the war. 
Technically Mme. Victorica was still 
in custody of the secret service when 
she died although the charges agafist 
her had been practically dropped. 
The daughter of a Prussian 
General, reputed to have been a. dis- 
tant relative of the ex Kaiser, Mme 
Victoriea was known in this country 
as one of the leading members of the 
German Intelligence "Service. She 
| was 43 years old and had been 
i married three times. By one of her 
| marriages she bécame the Baroness 
von Kretschmann. Shortly afterwards, 
decording to her own story, she be- 
came attached'to the German Foreign 
Office. “In 1917 she married in-Ger- 
many “Senor. Jose Emanuel de 
Victorica, a citizen of Argentina, and 
as such obtained a passport to the 
United States. It was said that this 
marriage. was solely one of con- 
venience for the purpose of getting 
the passport and other credentials. 
Investhgation of Mme. Victorica’s 
activities proved that she was closely 
associated with Herman Wessels, 
later indentified as Carl Rodiger, the: 
‘reputed head of the German spy 
system in the United States after the 
departure of Count von Bernstorff. 
She was arrested and charged with 
conspiracy to foment revolution in 
‘Ireland and also with placing bombs 
in British ships. Jeremiah O'Leary, 
the notorious Irish agitator, was a 
co-defendant in the same indictment, 
and Mme. Victorica was used as the 
Government’s chief witness against 
him. While the case against her, 
was. pending Mme. Victorica' was 
removed to the Army base hospital 
on Ellis: Island, . suffering from 
pneumonia, which: became acute! 


diagnosed. " "

Despina Davidovitch Storch the beau- 
tiful Turkish woman, who as under | 
attest asa German spy, died’ of the, 
same disease.
